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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The application having been allowed, formal drawings are required in response to this 
Office Action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard to claim 
1, the main reason for allowance is the limitation "wherein a line of sight of the imager is 
perpendicular to the outer axis, so that there is substantially no rotation, with respect to the 
instantaneous direction of scan, of an image formed on the imager" (lines 18-21). It is the 
examiner's opinion that it would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to 
provide a method of scanning a field of view wherein the line of sight of the scanning means 
imager has this orientation, the image has no rotation with respect to the direction of scan, and 
having all other aspects of this claim, without secondary teaching. With regard to claims 2-12, 
the primary reason for allowance of these claims is the limitation "a single optically flat mirror 
disposed in the object space of the telescope" (claims 2 and 6). While there does exist prior art 
showing apparatus for scanning a field of regard comprising scanning mirrors disposed in the 
image space of the telescope, it is the examiner's opinion that it would not have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art to provide an apparatus wherein the scanning flat mirror was 
disposed in the object space of the telescope, and having all other aspects of claims 2 and 6, 
without secondary teaching. Claims 3-5 and 7-12 are allowable by virtue of their dependence. 
With regard to claims 13-16, the primary reason for allowance of these claims is the limitation 
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"wherein the line of sight of the imager is perpendicular to the outer axis" (claim 13, lines 9-10). 
It is the examiner's opinion that it would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art to provide an apparatus for imaging a field of regard wherein the line of sight of the 
imager has this orientation, as well as all other aspects of claim 13, without secondary teaching. 
Claims 14-16 are allowable by virtue of their dependence.
